GENEVA (UPI)—Russia partially lifted her cold- 
war veto on secret talks Thursday but threatened a 
critical East West showdown on its Berlin demands 
which the West fears would surrender all Germany

British Foreign Secretary 
Selwyn Lioyd conferred pri- 
vately for two hours over 
lunch with Russia’s Andrei A. 
Gromyko at the Soviet villa. 


It was the first of a series 
of scheduled behind-scenes get- 
togethers between Gromyko 
and the Western foreign min- 
isters. It indicated Gromyko 
is ready at last for “coffee cup 
negotiations” with the Western 
leaders after a four-day fili- 
buster in which he refused sec- 
ret talks unless his East Ger- 
man satellites come along too. 


French sources said French 
Foreign Minister Maurice Couve 
de Murville has invited Gromyko 
to lunch at his villa Friday 
together with the other Bie- 
Four leaders and that Gromyko 
accepted, 

But at the same time the Rus- 
sians toughened their stand 
ominously on Soviet terms for a 
Berlin truce agreement. 


Gromyko warned the West in 
uncompromising terms that it 
will get no agreement to end the 
Berlin crisis unless it accepts 
Russia's plan for an all-German 
-committee in which the East 
German Reds would have an 
equal say with the West Ger- 
mans, 


The West fears such a set-up 
ultimately would hand over all 
Germany to Red control. 


Gromyko delivered his warn- 
ing to the West through Jacob 
Malik, Soviet ambassador to 
London. Malik conveyed it to 
Britain's ambassador to Moscow, 
Sir Patrick Reilly, over dinner 
Wednesday night. 

The Russians already had in- 
timated that Western acceptance 
of the loaded all-German com- 
mission proposal was their price 
for a Berlin truce, But this was 
the first time they had conveyed 
the warning in such unmistak- 
able terms. 


Western diplomats believed 
the time soon might come when 
the West would have to face up 
to this decision: 


Whether to give in to the 
Soviet demand at the risk of 
wrecking the Western alliance, 
or reject it and risk open con- 
flict with the Sovi over the 
issue of a commission. 

The Western ministers and 
Gromyko met over the Big-Four 
conference table for their third 
a session since their 

ree-weeks’ “cooling-off” recess. 

Before they sat down, Lloyd 
filled in the other Western min- 
isters on his talk with Gromyko. 
The full plenary session was 
delayed till 3:44 p.m. 

At Wednesday’s conference 
session U.S. Secretary of State 
Christian A. Herter proposed 
that they should begin discus- 
sing point-by-point the rival

Khrushchev was dynamic and 
reinvigorated with all signs of 
weariness that hung over him 
during the first two days of his 
“friendship tour” of Poland 
gone after a good night's sleep.. 
He predicted the “next war 
would mean calamity to all 
humanity” and said he thought 
the capitalists realized this

“struggles,” but without” war. 
Khrushchev said peo ac- 
cused him of having that 
communism would be the 
gravedigger of capitalism.

“We 
are not in a position to dis- 
close the nature of this 
reply as the negotiations 
continue and in any case it 
is up to Japan alone to 
make any announcement.”

In Steel Strike Wake. 


PITTSBURGH (UPI)—Pick- 
ets marched outside the gates 
of America’s silent steel mills 
Thursday in a strike which 
promised to be long and diffi- 
cult to settle. 


Federal Mediation Chief 
Joseph F, Finnegan planned 
to report to Secretary of Labor 
Mitchell in Washington on his 
fruitless meetings with union 
and industry leaders in New 
York late Wednesday. 

Finnegan announced after 
the talks that the strike is “not 
susceptible to an easy or early 
solution.” He postponed fur- 
ther mediation efforts until 
Monday. 


Union president David J. 
McDonald a with Finne- 
gan’s statement that the strike 
situation was “very serious.” 
He began a tour of Eastern 
steel centers at Bethlehem Pa., 
Thursday and said other union 


leaders would go to Chic 
and Pittsburgh to talk with 
strikers. 


Steel workers are idle in 24 
states, halting production of an 
average of 300,000 tons of steel 
each day. 


A half-million steel workers 
walked off their jobs at mid- 
night Tuesday, shutting down 
85 per cent of the US. steel- 
making capacity, after nine 
weeks of bargaining had failed 
to agree on a new contract be- 
tween the 12 biggest steel firms 
and the United Steelworkers 
of America. 


Thousands of workers in sup- 
porting industries already 
have been laid off as a result 
of the steel shutdown and the 
jobs of tens of thousands more 
are threatened.

New Exchange Law 
Signed in Manila 


MANILA (UPI) — President 
Carlos P. Garcia signed into law 
Thursday a bill which techni- 
cally devalues the Philippine 
peso by 25 per cent. 

The law authorizes the Cen- 
tral Bank of the Philippines to 
impose a 25 per cent surcharge 
on the sale of dollars to licensed 
persons or business firms en- 
gaged in importing goods. 

This means an importer who 
buys dollars from the Central 
Bank will pay two pesos for $1 
plus the 25 per cent fee on the 
exchange.

More Steel 
Due to Strike 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP)—Some 
21,600 tons of imported steel 
were unloaded at Houston Wed- 
nesday, the first day of Amer- 
ica’s nationwide stee] strike. 

As the imported steel clanged 
onto docks, an official of the 
strike-bound Sheffield Steel 
Plant charged that foreign steel- 
makers “are throwing the book 
at us” (using every means) in 
an effort to take over the 
market during the strike. 

AWWalter H. Leo, sales manager 
for Sheffield, said foreign, steel 
prices here spurted $6 to $9 
a ton. 

Steel from Belgium and 
Japan was being unloaded from 
five ships here. Two other steel 
ships were waiting for berths. 

Ships unloading steel includ- 
ed the Japanese steamer Kosoh 
Maru, 5,100° tons from Japan; 
Spanish motorship Mar Caribe, 
1,500 tons from Belgium; Italian 
steamer Cesco Corrado, 5,000 
tons from Belgium; Japanese 
motorship Eishin Maru. 

Awaiting berths were the 
Swedish steamer I. W. Wick 
with about 2,500 tons of Belgian 
steel] and the Japanese steamer 
Kasuga Maru with 5,000 tons 
from Japan. 

The first day of the strike also 
found the Japanese steamer 
Chozan Maru taking on a full 
cargo of scrap steel for Japan.

Wage, Bonus 
Hike Urged 
For Gov't 
Employes 


The National Personnel Au- 
thority yesterday recommended 
increases in monthly pay and 
summer bonus for regular gov- 
ernment employes, 

The rate of increase in pay 
was not specified, but “appro- 
raises figured on the 


were suggested. 

The recommendation called 
for an increase equivalent to 
three days’ pay in bonus. This 
would bring up the average 


summer bonus to one full 
month's pay. 
Funds required to meet 


the recommendation are esti- 
mated at ¥4,900 million—¥4,- 
100 million for the regular pay 
raise and ¥800 million for the 
summer bonus hike. 


It was explained that an NPA 


survey last March showed that 
employes was about 5.7 per 


in private industries. The dif- 
ference remained, although the 
pay level for public servants had 
risen about 2 per cent as result 
of last April’s pay raise. 


Bonuses paid industrial work- 
ers during fiscal 1958 were 
greater by 0.1 month's pay than 
the total amount received by 
government workers, 


Higher living expenses for 
public servants also were noted. 
For example, a single adult 
male worker, as of March 31, 
needed a minimum of ¥7,930 
to feed, clothe and house him- 
self as compared with ¥7,560 
in March last year, 


Observers estimated that the 
proposed pay raises for middle- 
class officials and technical of- 
ficers would average ¥770 to 
¥780 monthly. 


They said the recommendation 
fell far short of the raise de- 
manded by the National Council 
of Government and Public Serv- 
ice Workers Unions. 


They did not expect the re- 
commendation to be accepted 
promptly..by the Government 
because the actual funds re- 
quired might run up to more 
than 40,000 million.

Chief Cabinet Secretary

LONDON (AP) — Japanese 

Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi 
expressed great concern Wed- 
nesday over reports that Com- 
munist China may soon be able 
to menace Japan with its own 
nuclear arms. 
He said Japan, the world’s 
only atom-bombed nation, is 
watching the situation closely. 
The Japanese people are bitter- 
ly opposed to use of nuclear 
power for destructive purposes, 
he told a news conference. 

Kishi said Japan and Britain. 
are very close to final settle- 
ment of British indemnity 
claims arising from the Sino- 
Japanese war. 

The visiting Prime Minister 
said he had informally invited 
British Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan to visit Japan and 
Macmillan said equally casually 
he would like to. A formal in- 
vitation has not been extended. 

Kishi said he had not discuss- 
ed with British officials the pos- 
sibility of a visit to Britain by 
Crown Prince Akihito. 

Nor did he think this was 
the time for Japan to establish 
diplomatic relations with Com- 
munist China. But, when ques- 
tioned about reports that Com- 
munist China is preparing to 
arm itself with its own nuclear 
weapons, Kishi stated: 

“I have great concern that 
Communist China will arm with 
nuclear weapons. At the pres- 
ent time I cannot say anything 
definite about prospects whe 
ther it will have nuclear arms 
. +.» We are just observing with 
great concern.”

(6:31 
in warm sunny 
weather. West German Chancel- 
lor Konrad Adenauer and De- 
puty Chancellor Ludwig Er- 
hard were on hand to meet him 
outside the one-story yellow 
airport building. They waited 
under a canvas marquee. 


A German Army band and an 
honor guard played the anthems 
of the two countries and stood 
at attention for Kishi’s Mmspec- 
tion. 

Adenauer and Erhard went up 
to the ramp of the Viscount to 
greet the Japanese Premier as 
he emerged from the plane. 

There was a crowd of about 
300 present—some of them tra- 
velers waiting for incoming or 
outgoing flights. 

Wahn is a small village about 
half way between Bonn and 
Cologne and the airport serves 
both cities. 

“1 heartily welcome you,” said 
Adenauer, “both in my own 
name and in that of the Govern- 
ment of the Federal Republic.” 

He expressed his great plea- 
sure over the visit. Relations 
between the two countries, he 
said, are characterizel by sin- 
cere friendship and have been 
strengthened by many points of 
contact. 

“We are both pledged to the 
aims of the free nations inspir- 
ed by living democracy and an 
unyielding will to ‘reedom.” 

Adenauer recalled that in re- 
cent months members of the 
German Government had visit- 
ed “your beautiful country” 
and had been deeply moved and 
impressed by what he called its 
outstanding achievements. 

He was convinced, he said, 
that the conversations with 
Kishi would lead to a 
strengthening of relations and 
wished him “a pleasant and 
beautiful stay in the Federal 
Republic.” 

Kishi, speaking in Japanese, 
thanked the Chancellor for the 
warm welcome and expressed 
his deep respect for Germany. 

“It is a very special joy to 
me,” he said, “to be able to 
visit your country again.” 

Japan and Germany are 
closely bound by traditional 
friendship, he said, and have 
lived through the same fate 
since the war. He expressed

3,601 Shipwrecks 
Reported in 1958. 


Shipwrecks averaged 10 and 
seizures 1.033 a day in 1958, 
according to a “maritime” white 
paper released by the Maritime 
Safety Agency yesterday. 


The white paper, issued on 
the occasion of the “maritime 
safety week” starting today, 
said there were 3,501 ship 
wrecks during the year. It 
noted a phenomenal rise in the 
number of disasters involving 
passenger ships. 

Of the wrecked ships, only 39 
per cent were rescued by MSA 
boats, the agency said. It point- 
ed out the necessity of building 
larger patrol boats to pro 
tect fishing boats operating more 
than 900 kilometers away from 
Japan. 


The paper reported a decrease 
of about 20 per cent in smug- 
giing. 

It was also noted that more 
MSA patrol boats are needed to 
hang the seizure of Japanese 

shing boats by the Soviet Rus- 
sians and the South Koreans. 
The agency disclosed that 775 
fishing boats with a total of 
6,734 fishermen were captured 
by Russian patrol boats and 258 
with 3,269 men seized by Repub- 
lic of Korea ships. 

Of these 164 are still held 
in Russia and 153 in South Ko- 
rea, the white paper reported, 

To cope with the situation, the 
MSA plans to use _ speedier 
patrol boats as well as airplanes, 
the paper said.

China Mainland Buffeted 


By Raging Typhoon Billie

Typhoon Billie struck Cheki- 
ang Province on the Red China 
mainland yesterday. 


The Japanese Weather Bureau 
said the big wind smashed the 
coastal province, where millions 
have been mobilized to fight it, 
at 10 a.m. 


More than a million people 
were frantically harvesting 
early rice, menaced with de- 
struction, in coastal Jian, Yot- 
sing, Linhai, Hwangyen and 
Wenling counties, the New 
China News Agency reported. 
Tens of thousands of fishermen 
headed for safe harbors. 


Before hitting the Chinese 
mainiand, Billie banged into 
northern Taiwan, leaving 
thousands of persons homeless 
from flash floods. 


One-third of the city was flood- 
ed by torrential downpours and 
the overflowing of the Keelung 
and Tansui Rivers. 

Property damage running into 
milions of dollars was inflicted. 
More than 10,000 Chinese were 
made homeless. Hundreds of 
Americans were forced to flee 
from inundated homes, but there 
were no casualites among them. 

Six Chinese were killed at Tao- 
yuan, 20 miles southwest of Tai- 
pei, by falling masonry. 

At Taichung, in central Tai- 
wan, a military vehicle carrying 
32 Nationalist soldiers plunged 
off a bridge into the Tdachia 
River. Six of the soldiers were 
missing. 

One man was reported mis- 
sing in Taipei. He was believed 
to have been drowned in the 
Tansui River. 

Two persons were seriously 
injured at Keelung, seaport of 
Taipei. Eight others received 
lesser injuries. 

The winds reached 77 miles 
an hour in Bae at the height 
of the vie n. After passing 
into the st China Sea from 
the Pacific, the violence of the 
typhoon abated and by the time 
it reached the China mainland 
coast it had become a 46-mile- 
an-hour gale. 

Billie landed on the mainland 
100 miles north of the National- 
ist-held Matsu Islands, which 
experienced raging winds and 
lashing rain.

Organized ‘White Taxis’ 


To Appear in Tokyo Soon 


By GYO HANI 

The controversial ¥50 “white 
license plate” taxicabs will start 
running in Tokyo early next 
week despite the Transporta- 
tion Ministry's warning that it 
will crack down on unlicensed 
taxis. 

Uniicensed taxis started ap- 
pearing in Kobe about three 
months ago when a group of 
former cabbies, who were dissa- 
tisfied with the treatment of taxi 
companies, organized themselves 
and began to operate on their 
own. The movement spread 
rapidly and unlicensed taxis 
are running on an organized 
basis in at least 14 cities today. 


Tsugio Enjoji, board chair- 
man of Tokyo Metropolitan 
Taxi Drivers Cooperative As 
sociation, the Tokyo organiza- 
tion of cheap fare taxis, told 
The Japan Times in an inter- 
view yesterday that the as- 
sociation will go into’ business 
Monday or Tuesday. 

He said nearly 500 taxi driv- 
ers have joined or have indi- 
cated willingness to join the 
body so far. 


Enjoji, a former Tokyo cab 
bie with nine years’ experience, 
said there was nothing illegal 
about their way of running 
business under the present 
Road Transportation Law .and 
the association was ready to 
fight for its rights in court, if 
necessary. 

The Transportation Ministry 
has announced that carrying 
fare without the ministry is- 
sued business license consti- 
tutes a violation of Articles 4, 
100 and 101 of the law. 


Article 4 stipulates that no 
one can run a taxi business 
without the Transportation Min- 
ister’s license. Article 100 spe- 
cifles that those who want to 
use a private car jointly must 
obtain the Transportation Min- 
ister’s permission, while Article 
101 prohibits the use of a pri- 
vate car for paid transporta- 
tion of passengers. 

The yellow license plates of 
a sedan indicate the owner of 
the car has the Transportation 
Minister’s license to carry pay- 
ing passengers. 

Enjoji explained that his as- 
sociation’s structure and busi- 
ness methods, patterned after 
the Kobe pioneer, are such that 
they do not violate any of the 
above three articles of the trans- 
portation law. 

In other words, these licensed 
taxi drivers claim they have hit 
a method under which a pri- 
vate car can carry paid pas- 
sengers “legally.” To begin 
with, the board chairman of 
the association said, the “white 
license plate” taxis are not 
taxis strictly speaking but care 
owned by the cooperative asso- 
ciation for the purpose of serv- 
ing the interest of association 
members. Therefore, the asso- 
ciation cars do not require the 
Transportation Minister’s li- 
cense as stipulated in Article 4. 

There was no need, he went 
on, to obtain the minister’s per- 
mission as prescribed by Arti- 
cle 100 because the association 
members use the privately own- 
ed cars of the association, not 
the cars owned by individuals. 

As to Article 101, he said the 
¥50 the drivers collect when 
giving a lift was not a fare in 
the ordinary sense but is the 
money needed for depreciation, 
maintenance and personnel ex- 
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ecard of the Tokyo Metropolit- 
‘an Taxi Drivers Cooperative 
Association. 


of the association cars. 
t is only natural that the mem- 
bers pay for this expense when 
they use the cars. 

Enjoji said although similar 
taxi drivers cooperative associa- 
tion cars have been running in 
other prefectures for some 
time, very few drivers have 
been arrested by police. 

“We promise that the associa- 
tion cars would not cause any 
trouble to members when they 
ride our cars,” Enjoji said, 


He said ¥50 for the first two 
kilometers is sufficient to cover 
gasoline, maintenance, person- 
nel and other expenses. Small 
size taxis charge ¥70 for the 
same distance. 


“This shows what excessive 
profits the taxi companies are 
now making,” he snapped. 


According to Enjoji, anybody 
can join the association. Applli- 
cation is being accepted on 
streets on an individual basis 
and by negotiating with labor 
unions for entering on a col- 
lective basis. 


Fee for gaining membership 
is ¥10. In exchange for ¥10, 
the applicant will receive a 
membership certificate. 


Enjoji said his association 
drivers would not take non- 
member customers unlike the 
Kobe association which gave 
rides to anybody by issuing a 
membership card after the cus- 
tomer rode the taxi. 


“If we do this it would mean 
that we give a ride to an un- 
specified number of people in- 
discriminately, which is a clear 
case of violation of Article 101 
- the Road Transportation 

w.” 


The former cabbie said the 
ultimate goal of his colleagues 
was individual ownership of 
taxis. But it would cause some 
confusion and inconvenience 
for the customers if the one- 
man taxi owning system is put 
into practice immediately. An 
organitation like his association 
was needed in the transition 
period, he said. 

Enjoji said there have been 
obstructions from the taxi com- 
panies. For instance, some 
firms applied pressure on car 
dealers so that they could not 
sell cars to the association. 

The association has purchas- 
ed about 30 cars, nevertheless, 
he said, with funds contributed 
by lation members. 

The white license plate taxi 
will carry a placard bearing the 
mark of the association which is 
printed on the membership 
card. 

“We have decided to resort to 
this means because We can no 
longer bear to work under the 
severe conditions and low 
es paid our fellow drivers by 
ner companies today,” Enjoji 
said. : 


“The welfare facilities and 
security after retirement that 
other workers have are denied 
to us.

The program 
features a combination of the 
Shimpa Troupe with Kabuki 
actor Utaemon and = several 
other Kabuki performers; but 
the plays overall show the 
Shimpa characteristic and there 
is very. little that breathes 
Kabuki flavor in the program 
in spite of the fact that a com- 
paratively large number of 
fernale impersonators (both Ka- 
buki and Shimpa) appear. 

It is no longer so novel as it 
once was to see actors from 
highly different types of acting 
come together on the same 
stage; and the fact that Shimpa 
still continues to make use of 
the old institution of female im- 
personators in spite of its other- 
wise complete break from Ka- 
buki tradition, reveals an old 
tle between the two seemingly 
widely differing groups. 

The big difference lies in the 
fact that whereas Kabuki deals 
almost exclusively with period 
plays laid before the restora- 
tion and therefore before the 
modernization of rn. Shimpa 
deals on the other hand almost 
exclusively with plots laid at 
the earliest in the Meiji Era 
down through the very. mod- 
ern present. 

Consequently Kabuki's female 
impersonators belong to a 
grandly stylized and leisurely 
romantic style, while Shimpa’s 
counterparts are bustling and 
realistic in modern plays in 
which they portray the middle- 
aged kimonoclad Japanese 
wo.an of today. 

And, in addition to the num- 
ber of female impersonators, 
there is also Shimpa's leading 
lady Yaeko Mizutani and a 
bevy of other actresses to take 
into consideration. So, a good 
deal of interest revolves around 
how these different atmospheric 


spheres ma to 
not merge) wi each othee. 


Actually, however, there really 
is not too much chance for 
collision. The plays offered 
on the program manage very 
pire oe ged to keep them un- 

ngied, or else are material 
rfectly suited to provide a 
feasible compromise. 

Yaeko Mizutani’s number is 
“Yo-ki-hi,” a play by Jiro Osa- 
ragi concerned with the famed 
beauty Yo-ki-hi (Japanese pro- 
nunciation) who became the 
consort of the Tang emperor 
Genso. Their lon was #80 
great that she come to be 
credited with the fall of the 
nation, as the emperor revelled 
in the pleasures of desire and 
let the state fall into disorder, 
leading to the uprising of An- 
rokusan. 

Mizutani, who can be an ab- 
solutely matter-of-fact and real- 
istic woman of the present, as 
in “Tokyo no Matsuri” on the 
evening program, is bewitching 
in such haughtily beautiful 
roles as this, providing an ex- 
quisite cocktail of charm and of 
a strong proud will, set off 
ner A beautifully exotic flowing 
r 

Veteran Shimpa actor Ichijiro 
Oya is seen in the role of the 
emperor, while an “outsider” in 
the person of movie and televi- 
sion star Masayuki Mori. ap- 
pears as the influential courtier 
who was responsible for raising 
Yo-ki-hi to her high position and 
for whom Yo-ki-hi first felt love 
before she became disgusted 
with his timid, subservient at- 
titude. 

Utaemon is seen mainly in 
“O-edo Nihonbashi” and in “Mo- 
shu.” The first is a typically 
sentimental piece by Matsutaro 
Kawaguchi laid in latter-day 
Edo, in which a young mer- 
chant-class maiden, heart pledg- 
ed to a neighborhood youth, en- 
ters the shogun’s service as a 
maid and is eventually persuad- 
ed to become one of the sho- 
gun’s mistresses. 

The main reason for her con- 
sent was to acquire thereby the 
necessary money to save her 
father’s house from ruin. And

on a last visit home before en- 
tering the shogun’s household 
for good, she enlists the aid of 
her younger sister (Mizutani) 
to meet (and sleep with) her 
lover as a parting gesture. 


Shotaro Hanayagi, leader of. 
the Shimpa troupe and often 
seen in female roles, takes the 
role of her lover. As for Utae- 
mon, in his role of Fujihashi, 
he is provided with a chance 
to be seen both as the regally 
robed and equally regal man- 
nered woman belonging to the 
castle samurai class, as well as 
a brief spell as the simply 

rbed townsmaiden in which 
orm she presents herself be- 
fore her lover. 


“Moshu” is another in a 
series of plays by Hideji Hojo 
based on eniacdes from the 


Genji Monogatari. Utaemon ap- 
pears as the lady known in that 
classic novel as Rokujo-no Miya- 
sudokoro, the Lady of Rokujo, 
talented in all arts, intelligent, 
beautiful, charming, but pos 
sessed of one bad point, jealousy. 
She is exceedingly jealous of 
her lover Hikaru Genji’s wife 
Aoi, so much so that her angry 
spirit leaves her body to -go 
roving into the night and into 
Aoi’s bedchamber, causing Aoi 


to die in anguish. 

This “iki-ryo” or angry spirit 
of a living person that disem- 
bodies itself to work the sub- 
conscious desire of its possessor, 
is one form of Japan’s many 
supernatural spirits; and Utae- 
mon is an old hand at causing 
spiney chills in such appear- 
ances. His “iki-ryo” is no ex- 
ception. 


In both these plays, Utaemon 
is hardly out of his sphere in 
spite of the Shimpa tone of the 
plays themselves. But in “To- 
kyo no Saijitsu” he appears 
briefly as a permanent-waved 
woman of today in which he is 
not quite at home and appears 
nervous and twitchy—but that 
is not entirely out of line with 
the character portrayed and 
passes as such.

| The established centers of 
body defense are the adrenal 
glands. When stress is applied 
(and exercise is stress, of 
course) they secrete chemical 
compounds into the blood 
which prepare the whole body 
to meet and defend itself against 
the stress. Kramar’s experi- 
ments showed that this is one 
part of a two-part action—with 
the skin, at least. 


The second part of this two- 
part action, which had been 
suspected but never proved be- 
fore, is that stress makes the

“target organ” of stress more 
sensitive to the defense-prepar- 
ing secretions of the adrenals. 


A principal secretion is hydro- 
cortisone. Kramar painted a 
small area of the forearms of 
his subjects with this hormone 
and he painted a nearby area 
with an inert chemical. The 
next step was to measure the 
pressure which produced tiny 
bruises in both areas. 


When the subjects had been 
doing nothing out of the ordi- 
nary, the same amount of pres- 
sure bruised either area.

Their bellies were shaved and 
painted. After they ran on a 
treadmill, the treated areas 
were much more bruise-proof 
than the untreated ones, but 
there had been no difference be- 
fore. 

What the hydrocortisone did 
was to stiffen and so strengthen 
the network of tiny blood ves- 
sels immediately under the 


skin, the capillaries. They did 
not break as readily under pres- 
sure, thus producing a bruise. 
Kramar believes this increas- 
ed sensitivity of the stressed 
skin to the defense-rousing 
hormone, was brought about by 
the nervous system which also 
stimulates the adrenals into 
stepping up their secretions in 
times of stepped-up activity.

“I think we can outscore the 
Russian men,” said the veteran 
coach who has been at Colorado 
for 32 years.

“So as you can see our 
strength lies in the short races 
and weights. Their strength 
lies in the distance runs and 
decathlon. It’s a tossup in the 
high jump, pole vault and jave- 
lin.” 

The 19-member American 
men’s team and the full Rus- 
sian squad of men and women 
worked out for about two 
houts Tuesday at University of 
Pennsylvania's Franklin Field, 
site of the match Saturday and 
Sunday. A heavy morning rain 
had dampened the field. 

The Americans concentrated 
on the baton exchange for the 
400-meter relay. Don , 
former Villanova star, practic- 
ed the pole vault while No. 2 
decathlon man Mike Herman of 
New York University worked 
on the broad jump and pole 
vault.

Visiting American swimmers went through their 
first workout yesterday evening in preparation for the 
fifth U.S.-Japan swimming championships opening 


here Monday. 


The American tankmen 
practiced for one hour at the 
crowded 50-meter Meiji “ore 
pool where the three-day meet 
will be held. 


Heading the swimmers 
Frank McKinney and Mike 
Troy who set world records in 
the backstroke and butterfly 
events at the recent National 
AAU swimming  champion- 
ships at Los Altos, Calif. 


A crowd of 3,000 Japanese 
bathers, newsmen, photo- 
graphers and fans, including 
former long-distance world 
swimming champion Hirono- 
shin Furuhashi, were on hand 
to watch the American stars 
work out. 


Coach Willis Casey said “the 


boys, imcluding only the Aus- 
tralian triple Gold Medal win- 
ner at the Melbourne Olympics, 
Murray Rose, are feeling fine 
after a good six-hour sleep since 
their arrival here early yester- 
day morning from Los Angeles.” 

Furuhashi declined to make 
any comment on the visitors’ 
first day open training. 


The meet will open Monday 
evening with America’s Jeif 
Farrell, Eugene Lenz, George 
Breen and Frank Legacki swim- 
ming against Japan's ace swim- 
mer Tsuyoshi Yamanaka, Mako- 
to Fujui, Katsuo Fujimoto and 
Katsunori Kenjo in the 200- 
meter freestyle event. 


On the same evening three of 
the world’s top long-distance 
swimmers will compete in the 
1,500-meter event. They are 
Yamanaka, Rose and sensational 
17-vear-old Alan Somers of the 
Indianapolis Athletic club. 


Coach Willis Casey said ear- 
lier that he thinks his Amer- 
ican swimming team will defeat 
Japan in their fifth dual meet 
here next Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 


“This is the strongest team 
we've ever had,” Casey told re- 
porters shortly after arrival at 
Haneda International Airport. 

The 38-year-old North Caro- 
lina State coach wouldn't make 
an outright prediction of vic- 
tory but said “I think we can 
win.” 


“But I also think that it will 
be close right up. to the end.” 

Casey sees the 400-meter med- 
ley relay race as the event that 
will decide the meet. 


The coach and his swimmers, 
including Australia’s Murray 
Rose, flew in early yesterday 
morning aboard a Japan Air 
Lines plane. 


Chairman Kasunari Higuchi 
of the Japan Swimming Asso- 
ciation and a small deleghktion 
of officials greeted them. 


None of the Japanese man- 
agers, coaches or top swimmers 
were at the airport. 


“I see very little chance for 
us in the 400, 800 and 1,500-me- 
ter freestyle, the 100 and 200- 
meter breaststroke and the 800- 
meter relay,” Casey said. 


“But I think we are stronger 
in the freestyle sprints, back- 
stroke, butterfly and diving.” 


The American coach sees the 
possibility of a new world re- 
cord in the 400-meter freestyle 
with three of the world’s top 
swimmers —Japan’s Tsuyoshi 
Yamanaka, Australia’s Murray 
Rose and America’s Alan 
Somers—competing in the race. 


Rose, the only Australian 
making the trip, will compete 
but his results will not be con- 
sidered in the dual meet scores. 

Casey said the swimmers 
picked for this trip will be the 
nucleus of the American team 
that will compete in the 1960 
Rome Olympics, with the addi- 


tion of five or six more mem- 
bers. 


Rose, who beat Japanese 
swim ace Yamanaka twice in 
the 400 and 1,500-meter free- 
style, at the 1956 Melbourne 
Olympics and at Los Angeles in 
1957, declined to make any 
prediction in these two events 
he will swim here. 


But the Australian, with a 
broad grin, said, “I'm here to 
win.” 

Frank McKinney, who smash- 
ed the world record for the 200- 
meter backstroke at the recent 
National AAU. men’s meet, felt 
sure of winning his race. 


Casey said his boys will prob- 
ably start training Friday.

“When the whole picture is 
examined, it is apparent that 
the point of this proceeding is 
to fight a harassing and delay- 
ing action in the Tariff Com- 
mission without exposing Singer 
to the danger of having its 
patents adjudicated invalid or 
not infringed.” 

Attorney Noel Hemmending- 
er, representing the Japanese 
exporters, said Singer which 
filed its brief before the com.

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Growth of: Trade Blocs 
May Hit Japan’s Export 


The international growth of 
bloc economies such as the 
European Common Market and 
the “Outer Seven nation will 
cause Japanese exports to suf- 
fer, a leading banker warned 
yesterday. 

Shozo Hotta, head of the 
Sumitomo Bank and an adviser 
to the Foreign Office, told news- 
men that even Latin American 
nations are considering forming 
a trading bloc. 

Hotta returned to Japan yes- 
terday from a one-month inspec- 
tion trip through Europe and 
America. 

The banker said the rapid 
growth of the Euromarket only 
recently prompted Great Bri- 
tian to decide to press its plan 
to organize the “Outer Seven" 
into a riva.: market group. 

The owth of these free 
trade alliances must inevitably 
place Japan at . gy oe = 
tageous position in foreign 
markets, Hotta predicted. 

Hotta also noted the economic 
recovery of France, which is 
placing that nation in a stronger 
trading position. 

He said that France's gold 
reserve has climbed to $1,000 
million and that French capi- 
tal, which had fled overseas, 
has returned. 

The United States is experi- 
encing trade difficulties due in 
part to “cost inflation” brought 
about by rising wages, Hotta 
observed. He said that as a re- 
sult, U.S. exports are declining 


and imports increasing. 


Since it is difficult for the 
U.S. to reduce its imports or its 
foreign aid, Hoja said, the US.

Hotta added that he sees little 
likelihood that the U.S. will 
raise its gold value or devalue 
its currency to maintain the 
purchasing power of the US.

Following up my previous 
column on the subject of foreign 
criticism on the Japanese econ- 
omy, we come to the very in- 
teresting matter of the role play- 
ed by the trading companies. 
This is a dog which is kicked 
around lustily by nearly all for- 
eign observers, not only by the 
three-week visit, experts, but 
also by foreign businessmen of 
long experience in Japan. 


The consensus of foreign opin- 
ion is to the effect that the trad- 
ing companies in Japan play far 
too big a part’in Japanese busi- 
ness at a cost too great to Japa- 
nese industry. I rode an air- 
plane last week in company 
with the representative of an 
American firm which probably 
ranks among the five or six big- 
gest corporations in the world. 
He defined the trading com- 
panies as a cancerous growth 
on the Japanese economy. 
Others might be a little more 
lenient, but nearly all I think, 
would feel that Japanese indus- 
try could do better by dealing 


, directly, than it does by buying 


and selling through the trading 
rms. 


For my own part, I am not so 
sure. In the first place, I would 
have a business caution about 
condemning a practice, the 
ramifications of which I do not 
fully understand, even after a 
good many years in Japan. And 
for a second reason, I would find 
it hard to believe that the trad- 
ing companies in Japan would 
have grown as big and power- 
ful as they are without a good 
deal more reason than the Japa- 
nese businessman's traditional 
feeling that he ought to do busi- 
ness through them. 

The reasoning behind the for- 
eign critic’s assumption that the 
trading companies are costly 
and unnecessary burden to Japa- 
nese industry is understandable 
enough, particularly when the 
critic is American. By and 
large, American industry does 
not do business through any sort 
of middlemen comparable to the 
Japanese trading companies. 
There are wholesalers, of course, 
in American business, but they 
are relatively localized firms 
limited usually to a fairly nar- 
row commodity range, who buy 
directly from the factories. 
There are also trading firms 
handling some American im- 
ports and exports, but nothing 
remotely comparable to Mitsul 
Bussan, Mitsubishi Shoji, Maru- 
beni-Iida and so on in Japan. 

The American industrial firm, 
when it is big enough to do 
business on any wide scale, has 
its own purchasing department 
which buys directly, and a sales 
organization which sells both 
to ultimate consumers and to 
wholesalers and retailers. In 
foreign trade the American 
manufacturer either opens his 
own branch offices abroad or 
else uses agents who are 
manufacturers’ representatives 
handling indent orders, and not 
in any real way trading firms. 
The obvious conclusion of the 
American businessman is that 
the Japanese manufacturer 
could save money doing the 
same thing, and that he cduic 
also get a good deal closer and 
better grasp of his market by 
dealing more directly with it. 

I can think of a good many 
examples to bear out the above 
viewpoint. I know of Japanese 
manufacturers, to illustrate, 
who buy large quantities of raw 
materials or intermediates from 
overseas. They control the 
specifications and consult at 
length with the supplier on 
technical features, price, delli- 
very and so on. When it comes 
to the actual order, however, 
it goes through the trading com- 
panies. I know of one piece of 
business, done entirely with 
one consumer, in which the 
import was handled by three 
trading companies who in turn 
had to go through a total of 18 
license holders. 

Similarly the Japanese manu- 
facturer, particularly in the ex- 
port business, often lets the 
trading firms handle his entire 
output. He never sees or comes 
to knov’ a customer. He is pro- 
ducing to the trading companies’ 
specifications, not the  cus- 
tomers,’ and is at the mercy of 
the trading firms. The trader 
incidentally, also is likely to 
take the bulk of the profit when 
there is a sizable one. 

While the above examples 
would I think be valid, they are 
examples only and by ‘them-

selves merely point out costly 
features of the trading com- 
panies’ position in Japanese 


business. They neglect to point , 


out the more basic reasons why 
the trading companies exist and 
prosper. Also like most critic- 
ism they fail to offer any very 
workable alternative. 


One fairly elemental reason 
for the position of the trading 
firms in the Japanese economy 
is the fact that they turn over 
enormous amounts of money, 
and are therefore, in a practical 
sete places where money and 
financing are available. The 
top four or five Japanese trad- 
ing firms, for example, each 
have gross proceeds of more 
than the equivalent of $1,000 
million (U.S.) a year. If we 
consider this as a cash flow, 
it is an extremely large one, 
comparable to that of the 
world’s largest corporations. 
In capital-scarce Japan, where 
the ability to finance is more 
important if anything than the 
ability to produce and sell, a 
cash flow of this magnitude 
gives the trading companies a 
position of power greater than 
that of any manufacturer. The 
trading company can advance 
credit, can factor production, 
can afford to carry large inven- 
tories, can do high cost market 
development work in anticipa- 
tion of future profits and so on, 
most of which is beyond the 
financial resources of any but 
the largest manufacturer. A 
large manufacturer in Japan, it 
may be noted, is not very large 
by world standards, but the 
Japanese trading companies are 
indeed giants. 


I think that a second reason 
for the position of the trading 
companies in Japan's domestic 
commerce is the somewhat 
strange fact that while Japan is 
a highly centralized country in 
almost all political, social and 
economic features, it still has a 
most diffused wholesale and re- 
tail distribution system. There 
is nothing comparable in Japan 
to the giant centrally managed 
grocery chains like the Safeway, 
Atlantic and Pacific et al in 
America. For every Takashima- 
ya and Daimaru department 
Store, there are literally 10,000 
Or more tiny shops and at least 
several thousand small whole- 
salers. The thing is still true 
to a large extent of light manu- 
facturing where many, many 
tiny shops still function and 
turn out a good portion of Ja- 
pan’s total manufactures. 


In a modern industrialized 
country like Japan, some more 
or less centralized distribution 
system is needed to feed mater- 
ials and sales items to the thous- 
ands of small wholesalers, and 
to factor and handle the mar- 
keting of products from the 
thousands of small producers. 
The trading companies fill that 
function and probably do it as 
well as any other system could. 
It is perhaps anomalous that the 
big manufacturers and the big 
wholesalers and department 
store chains also use the trading 
companies, but not so much so 
when the economic background 
of the country which justifies 
the trading companies is un- 
derstood. 

Finally, be it added, while the 
cost accounting of American 
factory production itself is a 
pretty fine art, Iam not so much 
impressed by our cost account- 
ing when it comes to deciding 
whether we do the best and 
cheapest job of buying and sell- 
ing. There is no good criterion 
for appraising this less tangible 
feature of an industrial opera- 
tion, and there are even some 
heretics who think that Ameri- 
can distribution and selling are 
too intensive and their cost too 
high. High or low, I do not 
think the whole matter is near- 
ly firmly enough established for 
us to dismiss the use of the 
trading companies in Japan as 
a poor way to do it.

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Khrushchev Visits Poland 


Soviet Premier Khrushchev is now making a tour of 
Poland and, if on the completion of his visit to that country, 
he makes a frank statement of his impressions it should be 


of much interest to the world. 


Poland is a Communist state, but is a Communist state 
* with something of a difference in that the severe regimen- 
tation usually associated with a Communist Government 
has been lifted in part from the people. Mr. Khrushchev’s 
visit is said to be aimed at demonstrating the solidarity of 
the Polish and Soviet Communist parties and, as long as 
such solidarity does not trespass upon the rights of the 
Polish workers, it may not evoke opposition. 


It will be remembered that it was in October 1956 that 
Poland threatened to break out into open revolt against 
oppressive aspects of communism, and during the last three 
years it is only the clever tightrope walking of the Polish 


leader, Mr. Gomulka, that 


as kept the nation on a rea- 


sonably even keel. Mr. Gomulka and his Foreign Minister, 
Mr. Adam Rapacki, are accompanying Mr. Khrushchev on 


his trip through Poland. 
While Moscow would still 


appear to claim to exercise a 


sort of general overlordship over Poland, the Russians have 
recently shown themselves disposed *o permit Poland a

Mr. Gaitskell now advocates a militarily thinned-out 
zone which would include East and West Germany, 
Poland, Czechoslovakia and Hungary. Creation of such a 
zone would not, he says, mean withdrawal of United 
States forces from Europe although he considers a step to 
the reunification of Germany should be the withdrawal of 
all foreign forces from German territory. 

| The close relationship of Poland to the reunification of 
Germany cannot, of course, be ignored. Any “treaty that 
confirmed German unity would have to settle the thorny 
question of the present Oder-Neisse boundary. Would Ger- 
many accept this boundary in exchange for reunification? 
That is not the only major problem at issue but it is one 


of the most insistent. 


While Mr. Khrushchev’s visit to Poland at this junc- 
ture is of the greatest interest from the international 
point of view, there will be hopes that it will lead not only 

‘to the prolongation of the present rather more liberal 
regime in Poland itself but possibly have a good influence 
on conditions for the working masses in Soviet Russia and 


the other satellites. 


So far, communism has done so little for the working 
masses, apart from its accomplishments in building up 
state power, formidable as these may appear in the realm 
of international politics, that the system lies under perpetu- 
al challenge. Even in Poland, where the great majority of 
farmers can and do work their land privately, and the fac- 
tory workers have been conceded better wages and work- 
ing conditions in response to popular demands, the over-all 
totalitarian character of the Communist Party’s system of 
government weighs heavily on the nation as a whole. 


The Polish people, who have experienced centuries of 
difficulties with their more powerful neighbors, are certain- 
ly not wanting in courage, and their gallant endeavor to 
achieve as much happiness as possible under Communist 
regime is worthy of universal respect. 

Their experience in dealing with the present-day ferm 
of Russian domination may not only serve them well in the 
future but it may help, through example, other nations 
struggling to preserve some elements of democracy under 


Communist rule. .

Nevertheless, it is 
hoped that relations between 
the two countries will become 
closer. By associating more 
closely with Britain, Japan will 
be able to widen its scope of 
international activities, Closer 
Anglo-Japan will also contribyte 
toward liberalization of world 
trade.—Nihon Keizai Shimbun 


A-Test Detection 

The US,-Britain-Soviet Union 
conference against nuclear 
tests has held 110 plenary 
sessions in Geneva since Octo- 
ber last year. And it is now 
possible to say that the confer- 
ence was able to take a step 
forward toward what the con- 
ference was aiming at because 
the three-power meeting recent- 
ly agreed that it would be pos- 
sible to detect high-altitude nu- 
clear explosions by means of 
an artificial satellite. So far the 
U.S. and Britain have held a 
view that it would be impos- 
sible to detect nuclear weapon 
high-altitude and that therefore 
the explosions should be ex- 
cluded from an § antinuclear 
test agreement to be written. 
The three nations have not yet 
agreed on the problem of 
whether it is possible to detect 
subterranean nuclear explo- 
sions. The Soviet Union is 
urged to consent to a bid for 
studying the issue at a confer- 
emce as in the case of high- 
altitude explosions, For secur- 
ing smooth progress of the con- 
ference, it is hoped that the 
three mations concerned will 
make further compromise.— 
bun

| Views of the World 


' East-West Stalemate on Berlin, Koslov’s U.S. Visit Discussed ' 


On the eve of the second 
round of talks at Geneva, the 
columnists again the 
East-West stalemate on Berlin 
and the chances of a summit 
meeting. There was discussion, 
too, of the implications of Soviet 
Deputy Koslov’s visit to the 
U.S. and some observers peer- 
ed from afar at the problems 
of Indonesia and of Communist 
China. 


Return to Geneva 


Nikita Khrushchev'’s bombas- 
tic and truculent declarations 
to Averell Harriman that the 
Soviet Union meant to push the 
West out of Berlin, strengthen- 
ed the already prevalent im- 
pression that the possibility of 
negotiating a settlement at Ge- 
neva amounted to approximate- 
ly zero, 


Joseph Alsop, in his syndicated 
column, held that American offi- 
cial and popular optimism on 
the Berlin crisis was complete- 
ly unjustified in light of Khrush- 
chev’s menacing insistence to 
Harriman that the West must 
give up its rights in West Ber- 
lin. Eisenhower has refrained 
from being “alarmist” on the 
situation and has failed to 
warn the public of the gravity 
of the situation. 


“Therefore, by one of his- 
tory’s little ironies, the warning 
words have been spoken by 
Nikita Khrushchev himself, and 
they have been transmitted by 
one of the leading Democrats 
whom the President used to call 
a friend but now heartily dis- 
likes, former governor Harri- 
man. For fear of being ‘alarm- 
ist,”. the American Government 
has not sounded the alarm; so 
the enemy leader has sounded 
it, and in language ‘alarmist’ 
enough to send a shudder of 
perturbation through the whole 
governmental structure.” 

“The question remains,” con- 
tinued Alsop, “whether Khrush- 
chevy would have done this if 
the people or the President of 
the U.S. had ever shown the 
smallest proof in action that 
they took Berlin seriously. An 
enemy is unlikely to be impress- 
ed if he offers a choice between 
surrender and the risk of war 
and the answer is another 
round of golf.” 

Roscoe Drummond, in the 
New York Herald Tribune, be- 
lieved there was no chance of 
breaking the deadlock on Ber- 
lin at the Geneva negotiations, 
especially in view of the intran- 
sigence shown by Khrushchev 
in his remarks to Harriman. In 
spite of this Russian attitude, 
however, there is a good case 
to be made for Eisenhower go- 
ing to the summit to meet the 
Russian leader. 

“It is better for Mr. K. to 


have his opportunity to make 
his threat direct to the Presi- 
dent than to use force with- 
out having made the threat at 
the highest level. Secondly, 
Eisenhower will then have the 
opportunity to make it crystal 
clear to Khrushchev that he bet- 
ter not miscalculate our inten- 
tions and our firmness. Finally, 
‘we must lose ‘no chance to avert 
the worst, and if it cannot be 
averted, then it ought not to 
be the U.S. which .was unwill- 
ing to go the extra mile at 
negotiation.” 

Robert S.Allen, in the Wash- 
ington Post, reported that Sec- 
retary of State Herter and the 
U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff want 
one-third of the Strategic Air 
Command immediately placed 
on constant alert to back up 
our position of firmness at Ge- 
neva, “It is the State Depart- 
ment head’s desire to go there 
armed with full authority to 
notify both our Allies and Rus- 
sia that this country is now 
determined to resort to ‘prepar- 
edness moves’ to back up our 
talk of ‘no retreat’ from Ber- 
lin. ... In the previous Geneva 
negotiations, Herter has talked 
sternly and firmly about remain- 
ing in Berlin. But no concrete 
measures were taken, particu- 
larly military, to reenforce that 
stand” 


The Koslov Visit 


Soviet Deputy Premier Kos- 
lov’s tepidly received tour 
through the U.S., coupled with 
Vice President Nixon's forth- 
coming visit to Russia, elicited 
skeptical commentary on the ef- 
fects of such exchanges on So- 
viet American relations and on 
world peace. It was generally 
held that the reciprocal visits 
of rival emissaries and cultural 
groups have very little bearing 
on the struggle in the world 
cockpit. But nevertheless, most 
writers agreed that the visits 
would do no harm and, even- 
tually, possibly, might even do 
some good. 


An editorial in the New York 
Times had this to say about a 
Koslov speech in Washington 
hailing peace and coexistence! 
“He said: ‘The will of the So- 
viet people is a sacred law for 
the government of the USSR.’ 
The Russian Government is an 
autocracy. It doesn’t know 
what the will of the Soviet peo- 
ple is. He said: “We are build- 
ing a new society and we be 
lieve it will be the most just 
social order on earth.’ There 
is no standard of justice in Rus- 
sia except what half a dozen or 
so people may say it is. He said: 
‘We do not intend to foist this 
order by force on anybody.’ It

WASHINGTON—Secretary of 


State Herter sits down once 
again with Foreign Minister 
Gromyko under anything but 
favorable auspices. Here are 
the instructions and diplomatic 
conversations which make it so: 


1. Eisenhower has told Her- 
ter to permit no prolonged con- 
versations or—as they would. 
say in the Senate—filibusters. 
If no agreement is in sight 
within two weeks, Herter has 
been instructed to come home, 


2. Gromyko has _ already 
served notice to the same end. 
He has sent word that he wants 
the foreign ministers meeting to 
be short and sweet, so he can 
get back to Moscow by July 22 
to welcome Vice President 
Nixon. 


3. Eisenhower received a 
confidential report from CIA 
director Allen Dulles, just be- 
fore Herter left, that the United 
States and Russia could be clo- 
ser to war than at any time 
since the Bolshevik revolution. 
This warning was based on the 
belief that Premier Khrushchev 
is in a reckless mood and has 
decided the Allies can be bluf- 
fed out of Berlin. 


Eisenhower, listening to the 
Dulles report, could not believe 
Khrushchev would be foolish 
enough to risk a showdown 
that could plunge the world into 
war. Perhaps that’s why Eisen- 
hower has resisted advice by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and Secre- 
tary Herter to take military pre- 
cautions in advance. Herter 
wants the Strategic Air Com- 
mand put on a night-and-day 
alert, and perhaps the National 
Guard called out, 


These are some of the un- 
happy off-stage events as the 
foreign ministers meet again in 
Geneva. 


New Herald Tribune Editor 

Ambassador John Hay Whit- 
ney, new owner of the rock- 
ribbed Republican Herald Trib- 
une, has finally picked his new 
editor—Robert hite II, pub- 
lisher of the Mexico, Mo. 
Ledger, a Democrat. 


The fact that Whitney has 
gone to Missouri to select his 
editor, and the fact that Whit- 
ney’s assistant in London is the 
son of Sen. Stuart Symington 
of Missouri may well mean that 
the Herald Tribune will give 
editorial support to Symington 
in his still undeclared but def- 
inite candidacy for President. 


It could also mean that the 
Herald Tribune, which has un- 
waveringly suported the Repub- 
lican Party for more-or-less a

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century, will become independ- 
ent. An out-and-out Republi- 
can paper seems to have rough 
sledding in Democratic New 
York City, and the appointment 
of White, a Missouri Democrat, 
could mean a change in editorial 
policy. White will serve as edi- 
tor and president, but not pub- 
lisher. 


Ambasador Whitney, scion of 
an old Republican family, serv- 
ed under President Roosevelt 
as part of Nelson Rockefeller’s 
unit on Latin America. He is 
married to the first wife of 
Jimmy Roosevelt. 


Symington is married to the 
daughter of the late Sen. James 
Wadsworth of New York, a 
stanch Republican. Symington's 
son, who now serves under his 
cousin, Jock Whitney, at the 
American Embassy in London, 
is the great-grandson of John 
Hay, Whitney's grandfather. 

Retired Officers 

Sometimes it pays to look be- 
hind a congressman’s votes or 
speeches to see what motivates 
them. When congressman 
Samuel Stratton, New York 
Democrat, defended retired ad- 
mirals and generals working for 
big corporations, however, you 
didn’t have to look for the mo- 
ie He was quite frank about 
t. 

Stratton is former mayor of 
Schenectady, N.Y., and now 
represents that district in Con- 
gress. He testified quite frank- 
ly that the biggest business in 
Schenectady is General Electric 
and he. wanted retired officers 
working for G.E. so as to keep 
defense contracts in New York, 
not let them go to other com- 
panies in California. ; 

This, of course, bears out the 
very point congressmen Hebert 
of Louisiana and Santangelo of 
New York, together with Sen. 
Paul Douglas of [Illinois are 
making—that retired officers 
are hired to lobby. 

General Electric, however, 
isn’t doing badly in two counts. 

No. 1—It’s the third largest 
on the list of defense contrac- 
tors. It gets more orders out 
of the Pentagon than any other 
company in the U.S.A. except 
Boeing and General Dynamics. 
With nearly $1,000 million 
worth of orders during 1958— 
$952,400,000 to be exact — 
General Electric now outranks 
Charlie Wilson’s old company, 
General Motors. 

No. 2—General Electric ranks 
fifth on the list of firms employ- 
ing retired military officers. A 
total of 35 have been hired by 
General Electric after they left 
the Army, Navy, or Air Force.

the Baltic states. Hungary, a 
good part of Eastern Germany 
and a unknown number of Rus- 
sian people.” 

David Lawrence, in the Wash- 
ington Post, noted that “the 
American press has done a far 
better job this time in exposing 
the hypocrisies evident in the 
Koslov utterances than when 
similar falsehoods were d<is- 
seminated by Mikoyan on his re- 
cent visit to this country,” but 
he wondered “how many mil- 
lions of Americans were being 
taken in” by Koslov’s affable 
and confident facade. The col- 
umnist warned that Koslov’s 
dictatorial Government supplied 
and supported the forces that 
killed and wounded so. many 
American and U.N. troops in 
Korea few years ago. 


Views on Asia 


Indonesia and Communist 
China also came in for some at- 
tention last week. Max Lerner, 
in the New York Post, noted 
that Sukarno of Indonesia had 
scrap the constitution of 
1950 and returned to the absolu- 
tist powers of 1945. “In effect, 
he confesses that all his alarms 
and excursions brought nothing 
about, that his declamations 
were all untrue, that exactly 
nothing has happened in the 15 
years of the Indonesian Repub- 
lic, and that it must now go 


back to scratch and- start 
again.” 
The economic picture has 


grown steadily worse. “Su- 
karno’s efforts to annex New 
Guinea by beating the dead 
horse of Dutch imperialism has 
done nothing to help the living 
standards of the people. Un- 
fortunately, the socialist lead- 
ers who could direct policy 
wisely have little political 
strength; while the Moslem par- 
ties, which do have strength, 
have got lost in Moslem paro-- 
chialism, and furnish no real 
alternative to Sukarno.” 


But no matter what regime 
finally takes over in Indonesia, 
“it will have to correct the ini- 
tial mistake, made in 1945, of 
wying to set up a centralized 
government on a vast archi- 
pelago where the natural form 
is one of federalism.” 


Edgar Ansel Mowrer, in his 
syndicated column, quoted 
Lenin‘s phrase that “the road to 
Paris is through Peiping and 
New Delhi” to support his be- 
lief that Asia is far more im- 
portant in the world struggle 
than is generally realized by- 
European-oriented officials of 
the West. The U.S. should con- 
tinue to maintain a stern pol- 
icy toward Red China for a 
number of reasons. 

“The Asian peoples resent 
former .European domination 
(which in their view includes 
the U.S.) ... They are there 
fore blind at first to Communist 
evil when practiced by fellow 
Asians. They will open their 
eyes only when Asians (Red 
Chinese) or near Asians (Rus- 
sians) demonstrate their real 
aims—as Red China did in the 
case of Tibet. Free Asia alone 
cannot save itself but will call 
upon the West for assis-, 
tance only when _ sufficiently 
frightened.” 

The U.S. should continue not 
to recognize Red China and 
hope for the day when that 
country’s continued aggressions 
will make Free Asia aware of 
the danger. “Therefore, 
Free World should consistently 
and quietly pursue a policy of 
thwarting Red China wherever 
possible, refusing it the slightest 
prestige. For, contrary to the 
general view, communism in 
any country is weakened, not 
strengthened, by failure.”

From many newspapers and 
magazines published in Europe 
and America, we learn the true 
character of this festival.

cratic youth federations have 
published strong protests against 
the Red-sponsored ‘World Youth 
Festival’ scheduled to be held 
in Vienna in July.
